The  SD-14  is  intended  to  be  a  "living  document"  that  will  undergo 
changes  as  required  to  keep  standards  developers  and  users  informed 
on  hazardous  materials  and  environmentally  damaging  s\abstances.

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INTRODUCTION  TO  SD-14 


To  comply  with  specific  legal  and  Executive  Order  requirements, 
the  DoD  must  review,  identify,  and  revise  or  cancel  thousands  of 
documents  listed  in  the  DoD  Index  of  Specifications  and  Standards 
(DoDISS)  that  require  or  permit  use  of  environmentally  harmful 
siabstances . 

The  SD-14  contains  lists  of  toxic  chemicals,  extremely  hazardous 
substances,  ozone  depleting  chemicals  (ODCs) ,  selected  volatile 
organic  compounds,  and  several  other  substances.  This  list  is 
intended  to  help  standards  management  activities  identify,  and 
hopefully  avoid  use  of  the  substances  as  they  revise,  develop,  and 
review  specifications  and  standards . 

Toxic  chemicals  and  extremely  hazardous  substances .  Section 

2- 207  of  Executive  Order  12856  defines  the  materials  and  substances 
of  concern.  For  purposes  of  meeting  the  requirements  of  section 

3- 303 (b)  of  the  Executive  Order,  the  Emergency  Planning  and  Community 
Right-to-Know  Act  (EPCRA)  section  313  "toxic  chemicals"  list  will  be 
used.  The  EPCRA  section  302  "extremely  hazardous  substances"  is  an 
auxiliary  list  which  must  be  used  in  addition  to  the  EPCRA  313. 

These  are  the  authorized  references  until  they  are  updated  or  veri¬ 
fied  by  Office  of  the  Under  Secretary  of  Defense  (Environmental 
Security)  (ODUSD  (ES) ) . 

The  EPCRA  section  313  and  section  302  sets  were  compiled  from  the 
EPA  Title  III  List  of  Lists,  (EPA  560/4-92-011),  January  1992.  This 
SD-14  list  is  updated  to  include  EPA  additions  to  section  313  (pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Federal  Register,  Vol.  58,  No.  229,  page  63500,  Decem¬ 
ber  1,  1993) .  The  additions  officially  became  part  of  EPCRA  313  on 
January  1,  1994.  The  EPCRA  section  313  set  contains  the  EPA  Toxic 
Chemical  List  (17) ,  as  bold  entries,  which  EPA  had  selected  from  the 
total  of  nearly  320  items  for  early  emphasis  by  industry. 

There  are  about  740  toxic  chemicals  and  extremely  hazardous 
substances  itemized  in  the  SD-14.  This  list  was  compiled  and  issued 
by  the  ODUSD (ES) .  The  Chemical  Abstract  Service  (CAS)  registry 
number  should  be  used  in  cross-referencing  among  lists.  Notations  in 
the  EPCRA  313  list  show  the  materials  that  are  listed  in  both  EPCRA 
sections  313  and  302  as  duplicate  entries.  Synonymous  names  of  the 
substances  in  the  EPCRA  313  list  of  December  1,  1993  are  provided 
starting  on  page  38.  The  Services/Agencies  may  use  the  synonyms  in 
the  search  of  standardized  documents  but  should  coordinate  with  each 
other  so  that  consistent  procedures  are  used  and  comparable  results 
are  achieved.  Document  preparers  may  use  common  or  trade  names 
rather  than  some  of  the  cumbersome  fomal  chemical  names . 
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Ozone  Depleting  Chemicals.  The  list  of  Class  1  ODCs  is  from  the 
Federal  Register  Notice  of  July  30,  1992  (57  Fed.  Reg.  33753) . 
Contained  in  the  SD— 14  list  are  also  some  common  and  trade  names  as 
suggested  by  the  Navy's  CFC  and  Halon  Information  Clearinghouse. 

Volatile  Organic  Compounds  (VOCs) .  VOC's  are  restricted  by 
various  regional  air  quality  districts  as  a  result  of  restrictions  in 
the  National  Clean  Air  Act.  Specifications  should  not  be  written  for 
products  containing  more  than  that  allowed  in  the  most  restrictive 
air  pollution  control  district.  Also,  specifications  should  state 
the  maximum  VOC  content  allowed.  The  list  contained  herein  is  from 
the  "EPA  Final  Rule  Defining  Volatile  Organic  Compound  (VOC) , "  from 
the  Federal  Register,  Vol.  57,  No.  22,  February  3,  1992,  to  be  added 
to  40  CFR  Part  51  under  51.100,  Definitions. 
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TOXIC  CHEMECALS  AND  EXTREMELY  HAZARDOUS  SUBSTANCES 

Uniform  DoD  Lists  for  Sections  3-303,  3-304  and  3-305 (a)  of 

Executive  Order  12856 


1.  Section  3-303  requires  the  Department  to  establish  plans  and 
goals  for  1)  eliminating  or  reducing  the  acquisition  of  products 
containing  extremely  hazardous  substances  (EHS)  or  toxic  chemicals, 

2)  reducing  DoD  manufacturing,  processing  and  use  of  EHS  and  toxic 
chemicals,  and  3)  reviewing  and  revising  standardized  documents  to 
eliminate  or  reduce  the  use  of  EHS  and  toxic  chemicals.  The  attached 
lists  provide  DoD  with  a  uniform  list  of  toxic  chemicals  (EPCRA  313) 
and  EHS  (EPCRA  302)  to  which  the  Executive  Order  refers. 

2.  Section  3-304  of  the  Executive  Order  requires  Federal  facilities 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  section  313  of  "Emergency  Planning  and 
Community  Right-To-Know  Act"  (or  EPCRA_  (P.L.  99-499)) .  EPCRA  section 
313  requires  facilities  to  produce  Toxic  Release  Inventory  (TRI) 
Reports  if  the  facility  meets  any  of  the  following  thresholds: 

25,000  Ibs/yr  manufacturing  and/or  importing,  25,000  Ibs/yr 
processing,  or  10,000  Ibs/yr  otherwise  using  one  or  more  listed  toxic 
chemicals  (Section  313  and  40  CFR  372.25) .  As  directed  by  section 
3-304 (b)  of  the  E.O.,  EPCRA  section  313  applies  regardless  of 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  Code.  The  attached  EPCRA 
313  list  provides  a  list  of  toxic  chemicals  that  facilities  must 
report  for  Calendar  Year  1994  if  they  exceed  the  threshold  listed 
above.  The  EPCRA  section  313  list  was  compiled  from  EPA' s  Title  III 
List  of  Lists,  (January  1992  (EPA  560/4-92-011))  and  includes  EPA' s 
additions  to  section  313  (published  in  Federal  Register,  Vol.  58,  No. 
229,  page  63500,  December  1,  1993) .  The  additions  officially  became 
a  part  of  EPCRA  313  on  January  1,  1994.  These  toxic  chemicals  will 
be  used  in  the  development  of  the  Calendar  Year  1994  Toxic  Release 
Inventory  (TRI)  baseline  and  reported  accordingly.  The  section  313 
list  also  notes  the  EPA  Toxic  Chemical  List  (17),  as  bold  entries. 

3.  Section  3— 305(3l)  Requires  Federal  facilities  to  collect  data  for 
submission  to  Local  Emergency  Planning  Committees  (LEPCs)  on  any  EHS 
stored  at  or  above  its  Threshold  Planning  Quantity  (TPQ)  (EPCRA 
section  302  and  40  CFR  part  355) .  The  attached  list  provides  a  list 
of  EHS  along  with  their  TPQs.  The  EPCRA  section  302  list  was 
compiled  from  EPA' s  Title  III  List  of  Lists. 

For  convenience,  the  list  also  contains  information  on  the  reportable 
quantities  (RQs)  (either  the  EHS  RQ  or  the  CERCLA  Section  103 (a)  RQs) 
for  EHS  for  release  notification  purposes  (See  section  3-305 (d)  of 
the  Executive  Order  and  EPCRA  section  304,  40  CFR  355  and  40  CFR 
302.4)  .  NOTE:  the  list  does  not  contain  the  list  of  over  700 
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hazardous  substances  (and  their  associated  reporting  quantities) 
under  CERCLA  Section  103(a)  for  which  facilities  must  also  provide 
notification  if  a  release  occurs.  This  information  is  available  from 
the  SARA  Title  III  "List  of  Lists." 

Additional  information  about  the  lists: 

1.  There  are  about  740  toxic  chemicals  and  EHS  itemized  in  the 
attached  two  lists.  The  Chemical  Abstract  Service  (CAS)  registry 
number  should  be  used  in  cross-referencing  among  lists.  For  the  313 
list,  notations  show  the  materials  that  also  appear  on  the  302  list. 

2.  Synonymous  names  of  the  substances  in  the  EPCRA  313  list  as  of 
December  1,  1993,  are  provided  for  information  on  pages  38  through 
93.  The  DoD  components  may  find  the  list  of  synonyms  useful  for 
implementing  the  Executive  Order.

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VOLATILE  ORGANIC  COMPOUNDS 


Volatile  organic  compounds  (VOC)  means  any  compound  of  carbon, 
excluding  carbon  monoxide,  carbon  dioxide,  carbonic  acid,  metallic 
carbides  or  carbonates,  and  ammonium  carbonate,  which  participates  in 
atmospheric  photochemical  reactions .  This  includes  any  such  organic 
compound  other  than  the  following,  which  have  been  determined  to  have 
negligible  photochemical  reactivity:  Methane;  ethane;  methylene 
chloride  (dichloromethane) ;  1, 1, 1-trichloroethane  (methyl  chloro¬ 
form)  ;  1, 1, l-trichloro-2, 2, 2-trifluoroethane  (CFC-113) ;  trichloroflu- 
oromethane  (CFC-11) ;  dichlorodifluoromethane  (CFC12) ;  chlorodif luo- 
romethane  {CFC-22) ;  trifluoromethane  (FC-23) ;  1,2-dichloro  1, 1,2,2- 
tetrafluoroethane  (CFC-114) ;  chloropentafluoroethane  (CFC-115); 

1.1.1- trifluoro  2, 2-dichloroethane  (HCFC-123) ;  1, 1, 1, 2-tetrafluoroet- 
hane  (HFC-134a) ;  1,1-dchloro  1-fluoroethane  (HCFC-141b) ;  1-chloro 

1. 1- difluoroethane  {HCFC-142b) ;  2-chloro-l, 1, 1, 2-tetrafluoroethane 
(HCFC-124);  pentafluoroethane  (HFC-125) ;  1, 1, 2, 2-tetrafluoroethane 
(HFC-134);  1, 1, 1-trif luoroethane  (HFC-143a) ;  1, 1-difluoroethane

classes : 

(i)  Cyclic,  branched,  or  linear,  completely  fluorinated  alkanes; 

(ii)  Cyclic,  branched,  or  linear,  completely  fluorinated  ethers 
with  no  unsaturations; 

(iii)  Cyclic,  branched,  or  linear,  completely  fluorinated 
tertiary  amines  with  no  unsaturations;  and 

(iv)  Sulfur  containing  perfluorocarbons  with  no  unsaturations 
and  with  sulfur  bonds  only  to  carbon  and  fluorine. 

The  above  definition  is  from  the  Federal  Register  Notice, 

February  3,  1992,  which  amended  40  CFR  Part  51.100,  Definitions. 

VOC' s  are  restricted  by  various  regional  air  quality  districts  as 
a  result  of  restrictions  in  the  National  Clean  Air  Act.  Specifica¬ 
tions  should  not  be  written  for  products  containing  more  than  that 
allowed  in  the  most  restrictive  air  pollution  control  district.  In 
addition,  specifications  should  state  the  maximum  VOC  content 
allowed. 
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
